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St. Clair says Nixon 
will defy subpoenas

St Clair, Nixon's chief Watergate 
lawyer, told reporters as he arrived

committee that 
he knew of no 
change in Nixon’s position that the 
panel already possesses 
the full 
Watergate story ” 
The subpoenas set a 10 a m EDT 
Wednesday deadline for an answer. 
One seeks 11 more Watergate tape 
recordings 
and 
the 
other 
seeks 
entries from Nixon’s official diary 
for portions of nine months in 1972 
and 1973. 
St. Clair said he would reply in 
w riting 
later 
today 
to 
the 
committee’s request for 20 tapes 
dealing with the ITT affair and 46 
tapes 
on 
m ilk 
p ro d u c e rs ’ 
contributions which are alleged to 
have bought political favors. The 
committee had asked for a reply by 
Monday. 
A senior committee Republican, 
Rep. 
Tom 
Railsback. 
Ill , 
told 
reporters 
Monday 
that 
Nixon’s 
defiance of the subpoenas could cost 
him votes. 
“ It ’s going to be difficult for 
anyone to vote to exonerate if he 
doesn t produce what is necessary,” 
he said of Nixon 
St. Clair refused to say what the 
reply to the request for the ITT and 
milk producers tapes would be, but 
last week he told reporters that 
m a n y 
of 
th e 
re q u e s te d 
conversations were not taped and 
that the White House may already 
have provided all it possesses on 
those subjects. 
The committee resumed its closed 
sessions 
today 
to 
listen 
to 
a 
summary of the evidence and listen 
to more tapes. It has five hours of 
tapes to hear this week, all dealing 
with Watergate. 
Among those it was expected to 
hear this week was the March 21, 
1973, 
conversation 
which 
some 
interpret as a presidential okay for 
the payment of blackmail to buy the 
silence of E. Howard Hunt. 


St. Clair disputed the charge by 
special prosecutor Leon Jaworski 
that 
he 
is 
trying 
to 
undercut 
Jaworski’s independence. 


“ Mr. 
Jaworski and 
I 
have a 
difference of opinion,” St. Clair told 
reporters as he arrived 
at the 
Rayburn House Office Building to 
attend today’s closed hearing on 
Nixon’s possible impeachment. 


“ I heartily disagree with him .” 
In a letter to the Senate Judiciary 
Committee 
Monday, 
Jaworski 
charged that Nixon, through St. 
Clair, was trying to dictate to him 
“ when 
to 
prosecute, 
whom 
to 
prosecute and with what evidence to 
prosecute.” 
Upon receiving the letter, Sen. 
James 0. Eastland, D-Miss., called 
a meeting of the committee which 
oversaw 
the 
creation 
of 
the 
prosecutor’s job. The panel made 
Jaworski’s independence a condition 
of his confirmation 
Jaworski 
and 
St. 
Clair 
were 
invited to attend but St. Clair said he 
would miss the meeting since he 
would be “obliged” to attend the 
House 
Judiciary 
Com m ittee’s 
proceedings 
on 
Nixon’s 
possible 
impeachment.

'Not yet in the bag' 
Disengagement bargaining 
in Mideast in final stage 


DAMASCUS (U P I) — Secretary ot State Henry A. 
Kissinger got down to the tough bargaining on the 
final 
issues today of a m ilitary disengagement 
between Syran and Israel and a high American 
official cautioned that is was “ not yet in the bag.” 
Despite 
the 
American 
caution 
flags, 
Israeli 
newspapers speculated that the agreement could be 
initialed Thursday and be signed next week in Geneva. 
They said the initialed version might be in the form of 
a memorandum from President Nixon outlining the 
terms. 
Kissinger still hoped to complete the agreement by 
Friday or Saturday and was determined to fly home 
this weekend after nearly four weeks of bargaining 
and 15,000 miles of travel. 
Kissinger flew his eighth shuttle between Israel and 
Damascus, conferring in the morning with Israeli 
Prim e Minister Golda M eir and flying here in the 
afternoon to talks to Syrian President Hafez Assad. 
Kissinger planned to be back in Jerusalem late 
tonight. 
The high American official said that there had been 
no hang up in the negotiations, but Kissinger was 
covering all bets by having American officials caution 
that there still could be and that it was possible the 
negotiations still would have to recess and be resumed 
later. 


The high American official gave this picture: 
There was essential agreement on the main issue of 
the cease-fire line on the Golan Heights. It was not yet 
in the bag because a lot of tough bargaining was still 
going on on the other issues. Kissinger is still hopeful 
of winding up his part of the negotiations by Friday 
and will definitely start home Friday or Saturday. 
He was expected to stop in Cairo and possibly in 
Bonn or London en route. 
As the negotiations got down to the fine print of 
agreement, American officials were silent about what 
specific subject was under discussion. But the main 
issues are a buffer zone between the two forces in the 
Golan Heights, a thinning out of forces on the two 
sides of the cease-fire line, a role for the United 
Nations and an exchange of prisoners of war. 
The Israeli newspaper Ha’aretz said the buffer zone 
would range from two to three miles wide and that 
each side would be allowed about 200 tanks in the 
thinned out area. 
Kissinger was said to have been disturbed at the 
maps that appeared in the Israeli press showing the 
proposed cease-fire line Monday. Since then, both U.S. 
and Israeli officials have begun talking less about the 
negotiations. 
Kissinger met with Mrs. M eir for an hour before 
shuttling to Damascus.

sentenced by Judge John J. Sirica 
today to a minimum of 10 months in 
a

security 
institution 
for 
his 
part 
in 
the 
Watergate case. 
“ My 
ambition 
obscured 
my 
judgment,” 
Magruder said 
in a 
statement that he read as he stood 
before Sirica prior to sentencing for 
his plea of guilty to a single count of 
conspiracy. 
Magruder said that in the months 
since he 
acknowledged his role in 
the 
Watergate, 
he 
had 
seen 
“confusion 
in 
the 
eyes 
of 
my 
children, heartbreak in the eyes of 
my wife, and contempt in the eyes of 
others.” 
Magruder 
admitted 
in 
Senate 
Watergate 
committee 
testimony 
last June 14 that he testified falsely 
before a grand jury in August, 1972, 
about 
what 
he 
knew 
of 
the 
background of the Watergate break- 
in. with the aim of cutting off 
suspicion of involvement at the level 
of G. Gordon Liddy. 
Liddy, counsel for the Nixon re- 
election committee at the time of 
the 
burglary, 
subsequently 
was 
convicted 
as 
a 
key 
Watergate 
conspirator. 
Sirica 
ordered 
Magruder 
to 
surrender June 4 and recommended 
he 
be 
assigned 
to 
a 
federal 
minimum 
security 
institution 
at 
Allenwood, Pa 
Magruder said in his statement 
that he was ambitious— and “ not 
without morals and ideals” —when 
he 
went 
to 
w ork 
for 
the 
administration as a White House 
aide at the outset of Nixon’s first 
term. 
“ Som ewhere 
between 
my 
ambition and my ideals I found 
myself on a path not intended for me 


by 
my 
parents, 
or 
my ethical 
instincts.” he said 
“ My ambition 
obscured my judgment ." 
He added that he was confident 
the 
country 
"w ill 
survive 
its 
Watergates and its Jeb Magruders. ” 


Magruder was deputy director of 
the Committee for the Re-election 
of the President, and was present at 
meetings in early 1972 where Liddy 
outlined proposals for spying on 
Democrats 


Liddy allegedly got final approval 
of 
his 
surveillance 
plan, 
which 
culm inated 
in 
the 
abortive 
Watergate break-in of June 17. 1972. 
at a meeting in Key Biscavne. Fla , 
April 30. 


Magruder 
testified 
before 
the 
Watergate committee that the Liddy 
plan 
involved an expenditure of 
about 
$250,000. 
While 
“ I 
can 
honestly 
say 
that 
no 
one 
was 
particularly overwhelmed with the 
project,” Magruder testified that 
John 
N. 
Mitchell, 
Nixon’s first 
attorney general who resigned to 
become director of the campaign, 
“agreed to approve the project.” 


Magruder said it included “ initial 
entry into the Democratic National 
C o m m ittee 
headquarters 
in 
Washington.’’ The “ initial entry” 
was made during the 1972 Memorial 
holiday 
weekend 
at 
which 
surveillance devices were planted 
Some of the same persons who 
participated in the June 17 break-in, 
and 
were 
arrested 
inside 
the 
Democratic offices, took part in the 
original entry. 


Magruder, 39, tall, good looking 
and gracious, a former West Coast 
cosmetics 
merchandiser, 
moved 
steadily upward from White House 
special assistant in 1969 to White 
House 
deputy 
communications 
director to 1972 deputy campaign 
director to inaugural director.

The boy was so enchanted 
with the custom he went 
home and Scotch taped a 
crude version of the sign on 
his family’s front door. 
Mrs. Nakano recalled this 
event 
when

neighbor 
encouraged her to enter a 
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minority 
writer s contest 
sponsored by the Council on 
Interracial 
Books 
for 
Children, Inc. Mrs. Nakano 
objected that she was no 
writer, but wrote a short 
story 
called 
“ P lease 
Remove Your Footwear ’ 
To her dismay she was 
picked as a finalist. 
“ Although we are not a 
publishing 
agent, 
and 
cannot 
serve 
in 
that 
capacity, we would like to 
do what we can to aid you, 
as a finalist, in finding a 
publisher,” stated the letter 
Mrs. Nakano received in 
February from the council 
A 
few 
weeks 
later, 
Charles 
E. 
Thomas, 
an 
associate 
producer 
at 
University of New York's 
S t a t e 
E d u c a t i o n 
Department, phoned Mrs. 
Nakano. 
He 
said 
they 
wanted her to rewrite her 
“lovely” short story into a 
brief play for an upcoming 
children’s TV series.

The 
purpose of the series, the 
letter

Mrs. Nakano rewrote the 
five page story into an eight 
page play and dispatched it 
to New York. The main 
characters were changed 
from boys to girls, as Mr. 
Thomas requested in the 
letter. 
The story closely followed 
the incident with her son’s 
friend, except Mrs. Nakano 
evoked a writer’s poetic 
license to have the Ja- 
panese-American boy act 
embarrassed about keeping 
an 
old custom in a new 
country. 
Everyone 
would 
know 
they were strange, a little 
different; and Billy, his new 
white friend, would stop 
being his friend, thought the 
Japanese-Amencan 
boy 
who had just moved into the 
neighborhood from Hawaii 
Billy questions the sign and 
its meaning but goes home 
to add the same sign to his 
front door.

Court gives states 
pollution test right 


WASHINGTON (U P I ) — The Supreme Court ruled unani­ 
mously yesterday that a state may make “ open field” air 
pollution tests on the property of factories without 
obtaining a search warrant. 
The ruling was on appeal from the state of Colorado, 
which had been challenged by Western Alfalfa Corp. for 
issuing an antipollution order after a field office made tests 
on plumes of smoke from its plant in Held County. 
While holding that such tests on factory grounds do not 
violate the Constitution’s ban on unreasonable searches, the 
court sent the case back to the Colorado Court of Appeals 
for clarification of another legal point—the company’s 
contention that the antipollution order, without prior 
notification, denied it due process of law. 
The state court had held that the observations by the 
state’s field inspector violated the 4th Amendment, which 
bans unreasonable searches and seizures. 
But Justice William O. Douglas said in the unanimous 
opinion that the amendment’s protection does not extent to 
observations in “ the open fields.” 
In other actions today, the court: 
—Ruled, 6 to 3, that a lower court properly restrained the 
Texas Rangers from alleged intimidation of United Farm 
Workers organizers in the Rio Grande Valley. 
—Upheld, 7 to 2, an Oregon law requiring a convicted 
person to pay court fees before being placed on probation, 
when he is able to do so without hardship. 
Attorneys 
general 
for 
10 other 
states 
supported 
Colorado’s position in the high court on the claim that the 
state court’s decision, if affirmed, would restrict their 
ability to carry out air pollution control programs. 
The states are Arkansas, Rhode Island, Michigan, West 
Virginia, Nebraska, Utah, South Carolina, Arizona, Georgia 
and North Carolina 
In his opinion, Douglas said, “ The field inspector did not 
enter the plant or offices. He was not inspecting stacks, 
boilers, scrubbers, flues, grates or furnaces; nor was his 
inspection related to (the company’s) files or papers. He 
had sighted what anyone in the city who was near the plant 
could see in the sky—plumes of smoke.” 
The Colorado Court of Appeals also said the test 
procedure was wrong because, since the company did not 
know about it until an antipollution order was issued, the 
hearing it received “ lacked the fundamental elements of 
due process of law.” 


Cronkite testifies for Farr

would go to jail if necessary

confidentiality of a news 
source. 
Cronkite, 
the

television anchorman and 
veteran journalist, testified 
on behalf of William Farr, 
along 
with 
NBC 
White 
House correspondent Tom 
Brokaw. and Pulitzer Prize 
winning 
investigative 
reporter Jack Nelson of the 
Los Angeles Times. 
The newsmen appeared at 
an 
unprecedented 
court 
hearing, called to determine 
whether 
F a r r 
would 
continue 
to 
conceal 
the 
identity of news sources, 
even if he were held in jail 
indefinitely. 
It 
was 
the 
latest 
development in the two- 
year-old 
legal 
struggle 
between Farr, now court 
reporter for the Los Angeles 
Times, and Superior Court 
Judge Charles Older, who 
presided at the trial of the 
Charles Manson family for 
the Sharon Tate murders. 
Older is trying to force 
Farr to reveai the names of 
two attorneys who broke the 
judge’s gag order by giving 
Farr information for a story 
about the “ family’s” plans 
to kill other celebrities. 
Farr spent 46 days in jail 
on an open-ended contempt 
sentence 
before 
he 
was 
freed on appeal. The state 
Court of Appeal ruled that 
although Older can send 
F a r r 
to 
j a il 
indefinitely—until 
one 
of 
them dies, or the judge 
leaves the bench—so long as 
there is hope of coercing 
him to name the lawyers, if 
there is no such hope then 
the sentence is punishment, 
not coercion. Punishment 
for contempt is limited to a 
five day sentence. 
Cronkite testified that for 
Farr to reveal the names of 
the lawyers to the judge 
“ would be another nail in 
the coffin of freedom of 
speech and of the press.” If 


he was in Farr’s position, 
even threatened with an 
indefinite jail sentence, he 
would refuse to reveal the 
identity of a source if he had 
pledged 
confidentiality, 
Cronkite said. 
Cronkite was asked how

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Curry sees 
no strike 
despite 37 
new demands

NEW YORK (IIP ! r 
Rill Curry, 
the personable president of the NFL 
Players’ Association, is like no other 
football player you have ever met 
His mind is iaser-sharp. the tvpe 
which cuts to the core of a problem 
immediately, and when he speaks he 
has a way of collaring your attention 
without pinning it up against the 
wall 
Now with The Houston Oilers. 
Curry has put in 10 seasons in the 
NFL, but doesn’t figure to be 
playing too much longer Not with 
the kind of mentalitv he has Some 
smart corporation or network will 
come along pretty soon and hire him 
away Watch and see 
For the moment though, the 
Oilers’ 31-year-old center, is totally 
committed to the players’ cause and 
their so-called freedom issues in the 
present impasse between them and 
the owners. 
The players presented 37 new 
demands upon the owners Monday 
making a total of 94 in all. and now 
there is growing talk of another 
strike, but Curry, with his firm 
belief in people of all kinds—even 
football owners hopefully feels it 
won’t come to that again 
“ I believe in the fraternity of 
professional football.’’ says the two- 
time all-pro center without sounding 
at all stuffy about it 
“ The reason I say that is because 
Ive never found this same kind of 
love anywhere else between black 
and white people, rich and poor, 
quarterbacks and offensive linemen 
In this complex society of ours, in 
this time, regardless of whether 
you’re in a sports environment, an 
industrial environment or any other 
environment, with people having the 
degree of sophistication they never 
had before, it is imperative that 
they do things together. The time is 
past when you can do it with a whip 
“ You don’t. for example, fine a 
man one hundred dollars because he 
has a flat tire on his wav to work. 
There is something radically wrong 
in any system where you have to 
fine a man to make him produce. 
The fine procedure we have now is 
one in which the player pays out for 
the ineptitude of his coach I played 
for Vince Lombardi and he certainly 
didn t fine anyone. He knew he could 
motivate players in other ways, and 
he did. Same with Don Shula. Why 
should you have to fine a man to 
make him perform? The whole 
concept is wrong." 
One of the freedom issues Bill 
Curry is concerned with is the 
Rozelle Rule, a rule under which, 
the players claim, Pete Rozelle not 
only serves as NFL commissioner 
but also as final judge and jury in all 
disputes. 
Curry 
says, 
with 
some 
justification, it is impossible for 
Rozelle to serve as an impartial 
arbitrator between the owners and 
players when his $200,000-a-year 
salary is paid him by the owners. He 
also says pro football’s reserve 
clause needs re-shaping 
The owners, on the other hand, 
say, also with some justification, 
that they can’t just sit back and let 
the players run the entire operation 
because 
that 
would 
result 
in 
absolute chaos. It would also result 
in most of the owners asking 
themselves why did they put up their 
huge financial investment in the 
first place. 
Bill Curry knows the way the 
owners feel. 
The 
real argument here is 
whether what we (the players) are 
talking about would lead to anarchy 
and 
destruction of 
professional 
football,’’ he says. 
“ I've heard it said that what we re 
seeking would enable one owner, the 
richest one, to corner all the talent. 
That's not true at all. I don’t think 
any owner is going to go lose two 
million dollan in order to hire a 
stable of superstars just so he can be 
known as the last owner to win the 
Super Bowl championship as the 
NFL went down the tubes. 
Last Fall, Curry, playing against 
the Los Angeles Rams, had some 
bones in his left knee shattered 
trying to block Merlin Olsen. Curry 
wore a steel rod in his knee for 
seven months but feels ready to go 
again. Only now the NFL owners 
have gone and changed the rules on 
him. 
“ They changed 
them without 
consulting the players, or those best 
qualified to help us, the physicians 
and trainers," says Curry. 
“ Let me show you what one of the 
new rules does. It says the offensive 
line will remain in place on punting 
situations until the ball has been 
kicked. You know what this means 
to an old offensive center? It means 
a wall of blockers for punt returners 
will be set up by the time I start to 
run, and it is only a matter of time 
until knee goes again. If it goes once 
more, who knows... ? ”

'Age of Nonsense' 
Brewer working less, 
Did America peak in '27? 
butnocomplaints

NEW YORK — (NEA) — The way some people are partial 
to butterscotch sundaes and forms of blondes, others are 
stuck on the year 1927 It is for them a glorious year in a 
golden era 
For glamor, 1927 had Lindbergh making the first trans- 
Atlantic airplane flight, Al .Jolson warbling in the first 
‘talkie movie, the crossword puzzle making its first piebald 
appearance, and flowing down from the top of the 20s was 
bathtub gin, gangland blood, (Jatsby-like parties, raccoon 
coats, mah jongg, the Charleston. 
But 1927 had something else special - the indubitably in­ 
domitable New York Yankees of Babe Ruth and Lou Gehrig 
and Waite Hoyt and Tony Lazzeri and Wiley Moore and Bob 
Meusel. 
In “The Greatest of All, The 1927 New York Yankees” (The 
Dial Press, $7 95), John Mosedale s affectionate dispassio­ 
nate new book takes us lor a spin through those flappered 
days, and is the next best thing to making the trip in a Tin 
Lizzie rumble seat. 
This book is about a baseball team in a kind of funny- 
paper world, 
Mosedale tells us in the introduction. 
Realism , how ever, is not hidden behind the color 
caricatures which too often are a part of a fond look at the 
past Mosedale makes it clear that the Golden Era for some 
could be the Jaundiced Era for others. 
There is the grimness of the execution of Sacco and 
Vanzetti, the sensationalizing of the Snyder-Gray murder 
case, and there is columnist Hey wood Broun writing on 
American involvement overseas: "The Marines got into a 
jam and killed some 300 Nicaraguans. Of course we were 
told that those victims of our battle planners were all ban­ 
dits. A bandit is any South American who has just left this 
life through the courtesy of the U.S. armed forces . . . ” 
We get no caricatures of the great players either. Here is 
second-baseman M ark Koenig on the legendary, in more 
ways than one, Babe Ruth when the team was on the road: 
"You never saw him. He was always up in his room with his 
girls.” 
Must have been proper medicine fo r the Babe, since 1927 
was the year he hit his 60 homers, and led the Yankees to 110 
wins (an Am erican League record then) and the pennant (19 
games in front, another A .I, record then) in which they 
never spent a day out of first place, and then swept the Pitts­ 
burgh Pirates in the World Series in four games. 
That team also led the American League in every offen­ 
sive department except doubles (they were second), and 
stolen bases — which was an unnecessary activity, since 
base runners knew they’d be scoring in due time. In pitching, 
they were league leaders in earned run average and 
shutouts. 
An argument can barely be brooked that this 1927 Yankee 
team was the most dominant ever in one season. However, 
some still argue over which was the best team of all time. 
Who was the greatest heavyweight champion’’ What was 
the greatest movie? W hat’s the greatest flavor sundae9 P re­ 
dilection and preference overrule fact. Actually, fact only 
entangles the situation more because, for each hydra-like 
fact cut off, you get two more questions. 
Contenders for the crown of best baseball team in history 
include the Chicago Cubs of 1906, the Philadelphia A’s of 191*4 
and 1931, the St. Louis Cardinals of 1934 and 1942, the 
Chicago White Sox of 1919, the Baltimore Orioles of 18%, the 
Pittsburgh Pirates of 1902, the Brooklvn Dodgers of 1955 and 
the New- York Yankees of 1928. 1936. 1938 and 1961. 
Records and statistics help little. For teams other than the 
most storied seem to pop up in the most unexpected catego­ 


ries. The Hitless Wonder White Sox of 1906 hold the record 
for team pitching shutouts; the 1931 Yankees hold the record 
for most runs scored; the 1930 Phillies hold the m ark for most 
hits; the 1930 Giants hold record for highest team batting av­ 
erage. 
In and out wind the 1927 Yankees, tied for 14th in batting 
average, fifth in winning percentage, third in wins — and 
first, still, in slugging average. But nowhere in pitching, or 
home runs despite Ruth's 60 and Gehrig’s 47 (the 1961 
Yankees of Mantle and M aris hold that record w ith 240). 
Under the rush of facts, however, glam or can be drowned.

This measure requires all meetings of 
Assembly and Senate, committees and

What is Mr. Nixon, the shrewd 
political analyst, saying to himself, 
as he drops bomb, after bomb, after 
bomb° Did he believe that a paid 
consultant wearing a Roman collar 
could transubstantiate the tapes

L i b e r t y ,

deliberations of a man identified by 
Father McLaughlin as “ the greatest 
moral leader of the last third of this 
century” ? 
What is finally surprising about it 
is that Nixon isn’t really that bad. 
The transcripts are not really that

transcripts

released at all, and what is bad is 
that Mr Nixon actually

that they influence voter decisions. 
F2ven so, they all seem to get a great 
deal of attention, especially from 
the candidates and their coteries of 
supporters. 
F^ach pollster has his own methods 
of sampling public opinion Most try 
to 
arrive 
at 
views 
which 
are 
representative 
of 
the 
diverse 
interests of California voters. One 
polltaker, who samples opinion for 
private clients has, for many years, 
placed great reliance on what he 
describes as “ the pulse.” As he 
travels around the state he talks to 
those who cater to the public. These 
include 
w aiters, 
b arten d ers, 
barbers and cab drivers. 
“They are the ones who have the 
best opportunity to hear what the 
cross 
section 
of 
the 
public 
is 


saying,” he claims. “ They also see 
the candidates when they are not ‘on 
stage.’ ” His point is that people 
pay slight attention to those who 
wait upon them 
Because of this 
they often talk openly in front of 
them without realizing they are 
being overheard.” 
Revealing 
his 
most 
recent 
findings on the gubernatorial race 
he 
observed, 
“ I t s 
a 
strange 
election 
Although there are 29 
candidates, the average man is not 
turned on by any one of them. You 
don’t even find the usual strong 
feelings among the supporters of 
one candidate or another ” 
His poll, he says, agrees with 
most of the others in that State 
Controller Houston I Flournoy and 
Secretary 
of State 
Edmund 
G. 
Brown, Jr., are thought to be the 
most likely to win their respective 
party nominations. 
As to the feelings of the public 
about the 
individual candidates, 
regardless of who they think will 
win, he reports that Mayor Joseph 
Alioto is regarded as the most 
intelligent and makes the most 
impressive appearances. 
Flournoy is viewed as the one to 
be most trusted while Brown is the 
most widely known. 
The most liked, however, are 
Congressman 
Jerry 
Waldie 
and 


Lieutenant Governor F^d Reinecke 
who 
has 
engendered 
much 
sympathy 
as 
a 
result 
of 
his 
indictment. 
Claremont 
attorney 
and 
past 
president of the California Trial 
Lawyers Association is held to be 
the most issue oriented “ His ability 
to define the most serious problems 
and offer practical solutions was 
most frequently commented upon. 
Generally, people feel he makes the 
most sense of all the candidates,” 
the pollster said 
On the other side of the com 
Speaker Bob Moretti was a triple 
crown winner as the least liked, the 
least 
trusted 
and 
the 
least 
im pressive 
in 
his 
cam paign 
utterings. 
Despite the efforts being made by 
U.C. Regent millionaire William 
Matson Roth, he was considered the 
least issue oriented in that his 
proposals didn’t seem sound. “ They 
think he is up in the clouds,” was the 
report. 
Conceding 
that 
Los 
Angeles 
Supervisor Baxter Ward is well 
known in the state’s most populous 
county, the poll tied him with State 
Senator James Wed worth as being 
the least known statewide among 
the top candidates. The multitude of 
other candidates were so unknown 
that no opinions were expressed.
